First Honors of Long 


Island Course.

Winner Averages Over a Mile a Min- 


ute for the Course—Yonnjj 


Shepard Kills u Spectator. 


Finish Line, Vanderbilt Cup Course, 


Oct. 6.—Louis Wagner, in a 110 horse- 
power French car, today won the third 
international automobile road race for 
the William K. Vanderbilt, jr., cup, 
completing the distance of 297.1 miles 
in 290 minutes and 10 2-5 seconds, or at 
the rates of more than a mile a minute. 


Vinzeno Lancia, in a 120 horse-power 


Italian car, was second In 293 minutes 
2S 4-5 seconds. 


Antolne Duray, in a 120 horse-pow- 


er French car, was third In 292 min- 
utes 44 4-5 seconds. 


Albert Clement, in a 100 horse-pow- 


er French car, was fourth In 301 min- 
utes 59 4-5 seconds. 


Camilla Jenatzy, in a 120 horse-pow- 


er German car, was fifth in 304 min- 
utes 38 seconds. 


Lancia actually finished the course 


about three minutes ahead of Wagner, 
who, however, started 
six 
minutes 


later than his rival, and had that much 
margin at the finish. 


Only Five cars Finished Course. 
Only five cars finished the race, but 


there were fourteen of the seventeen 
cars that started running at the timo 
the race was declared off. which was 
done as soon as Clement had won 
fourth place. 


It was with the greatest difficulty 


that the crowds were kept back from 
the course during tho last lap. With- 
out regard to personal safety they 
swarmed over the roads giving way 
only when the fast racing machines 
were a hundred yards away. 


While France 
carried 
away tho 


Premier honors of the race, Joseph 
Tracy, of the American team, had the 
satisfaction of registering the fastest 
lap. 
On his fifth round Tracy drove 


the 29.7 miles in the remarkable time 
of 26 minutes 21 seconds. Tracy But 
fered severely from tira trobules In 
the first few rounds and this cost" him 
dear. He was on his ninth lap when 
the race was called off. 


Wagners-lad Accident. 


Wagner, who'held the lead from the 


very first round, came very near loeini 
the race when, twenty miles from th 
finish, ono of his tires exploded. He 
had a lead of some seven minutes a 
the time. He changed tires and man 
nged to win by approximately thro' 
minutes. 
Lancia nnd Duray and Cle 


ment went through tho race withou 
mishap. 


The race was under leaden skies anc 


the start, scheduled for 6 a. m., wa 
delayed fifteen minutes by heavy fog 


After this had lifted thero were oc 


caaional rifts and bursts of sunshine 
but the finish was in a drizzle. Th 
inclement, weather had no effect wha1 
ever on the crowd. It is estimate 
that fully 
twenty thousand person 


lined the course. 


Of the seventeen cars that startcc 


the first to come to grief was the Ita 
Ian racer, driven by Dr. Wellschot 
His steering gear broke and the cr 
went over an embankment. The mr 
chinist, Colombo, was severely hur 
L,awell, of the American team, droppe 
out after the fourth round.

not be Impolitic to have an official 
vested with all the authority of the 
president consult with the Vatican on 
n question of administration, either in 
the United States or Us insular posses- 
sions.

Lamps for reading and sewing are 


still preferred 
by those 
who have 


much need of artificial light, though 
electric and gas fixtures have been 
made practical for such usages. The 
mellow light of a student or reading 
lamp and the strong burner in one of 
the "sewing" or table 
variety are 


much- easier on the eyes when burned 
during the long fall and winter even- 
| ings than white light from gas or the 
glare from an incandescent globe that 
is not yellow or soft 
enough to be 


agreeable. Kerosene lamps of thirty 
or sixty candle power are found to be 
more serviceable than any other kind 
of light for night work and better for 
the eyes and. though it is a trouble 
to fill them with oil every day or two, 
as well as to keep the wicks in con- 
dition and 
the chimneys and globes 


clean, they are used in almost every 
household where the smartest gas and 
electric fixtures are installed. 


Student lamps for 
reading 
have 


either one or two burners, according 
to the purpose for which they are 
needed, and the variety used on a ta- 
ble for needlework 
has 
one large 


round burner. 


Styles Are Simple. 


The styles In these lamps this fall 


are simple. All are of metal. 
Some 


in the bright brass, others in the dull 
or antique finish, while a number of 
copper and imitation gun metal will 
be used. In the student lamp the bur- 
ner and the receptacle for oil are all 
patterned after an acorn design. Some 
of the tanks are plain with a rounded 
top that looks much like the upper 
portion of an acorn, while others are 
decorated on the sides and tops in 
Louis XVI. designs, or with dragoons 
that are clear cut and quite effective. 


These bowls for oil are usually on 


either side of a plain round pipelike 
piece of metal, though in some of the 
more expensive ones there are dra- 
goons on both 'sides of the supporting 
column that give quite a festive ap- 
pearance to the otherwise simple stu- 
dent lamps. 
One of the most orna- 


.mental parts of these reading lamps 
Is the globe and 
this 
season they 


come in three shapes—the new mush- 
room, the bell and dome. Green glass 
Is well liked for use, for It sheds a 
softened light that is soothing and 
the best for reading. A few of these 
globes, or shades, are in grooved pat- 
terns, and some are decorated with 
gold fleur de Us, miniature rose vines 
or geometric 
devices 
in a lighter 


shade of green outlined with a narrow 
thread of gilt, "in bell or dome shape 
these ornamental green glass globes 
topping a bright antique brass bowl 
make a student 
lamp a decorative 


thing even when it is constructed on 
plain lines. With a gun metal read- 
ing lamp an imitation leaded 
glass 


globo in mushroom shape is also at- 
tractive and particularly effective on 
a long library table. 


Gun Metal Finish Liked. 


Less ornate than the student lamps 


are the ones used for sewing. They, 
too, arc in metal and the nickel or 
bright brass ones arc decided favor- 
ites, though some women prefer the 
gun metal and antique finishes that 
have been introduced this season. All 
the lamps used for 
needlework are 


made on the same lines with a round 
base, and a conelike tapering bowl. 
Tho burner, too, Is round 
and. of 


course, to he in harmony the glasn 
globe, usually in green, is either the 
circular bell shape or the longsaccept- 
ed dome style. 
: 


Most of these lamps are plain, with 


only an occasional row of beading on 
the base and around the bowl. Others 
have the standard composed of grad- 
uated rows of metal, with a bowl to 
match. 
The designs in 
the 
glass, 


globes are less elaborate than those 
on the student shades, for few of them 
have any decorative patterns. When 
one is used it is a simple scroll effect 
that, is in harmony with the plainness 
of the metal. 
These lamps, as well as the ones 


used for reading, are only from four- 
teen to sixteen inches high, and, be- 
ing of such a convenient size, can be 
used on almost any table or stand 
and will throw the light where it is 
most, needed on the book or needle- 
work.

It is human ambition to want to be 


great and to do great things, but it is 
also human weakness and 
lack of 


vision to think that greatness is a re- 
sult of a thing we call genius, or that, 
great things are accomplished without 
any attention to what we call little 
things. On the contrary, it is true that 
great things in life, whether they be 
what we call ..ocomiilishments or the 
sum total of character, are invariably 
due to the sum total of a multitude ot 
little things well done. There is not. ;i 
great thing in the world that is not 
traceable to little things. There is not 
a great character in history any where 
which is not the result of careful at- 
tention to the minute details of every- 
day conduct. 


Importance of Details. 


This is specially true, so far as re- 


sults are concerned, in the realm of 
character. What we call genius may 
and does do certain things which the 
average mind or skill canr.ot accom 
plish; but even genius does not accon> 
plish its wonders by neglecting details. 
It rather seems to be the mark of 
genius to pay more attention to details 
than the average man.

tends to correct these

and harmful conditions, because this 
cover crop takes up and uses much of 
the surplus moisture. 


It is. in a sense, a robber crop. Aside 


from aiding in securing a better rip- 
ening and hardening of the new canes, 
this cover crop serves to enrich the 
land; first, by catching and holding 
iiitrates that would otherwise escape 
and be lost forever, perhaps, to that 
particular piece of land; second, the 
growth of this crop, both root and 
stalk, is mixed with tho soil at tho 
spring cultivation ana, decaying, adds 
a considerable amount to the humus 
contents or the soil. 


This growth also prevents the wash- 


ing of the soil by rains and reduces to 
a minimum tho bad effects consequent 
upon leaving land exposed to the ele- 
ments. 
To our minds, the s iwing of 


the annual cover crop constitutes one 
of the essential factors in the success- 
ful production of small fruits.

New Cholera Facts.

OM33 years ago a French savant, dur- 
ing an investigation of cholera con- 
ditions in the East, made tho statc- 


>—* ment that he could swallow "a mouth- 
ful of the jterms without taking the disease 
Itself," & playful boast which, in the opin- 
ion of an ofllclal of the Public Health and 
Marine Hospital Service at Washington, 
•indicates the advance fiince made in the 
knowledge of germ diseases, tinder cer- 
tain conditions no harm whatever need he 
feared from swallowing cholera germs. 
The 
Idea that germs are 
parasitical 


creatures, which roam through the body, 
seeking to devour and destroy, is entirely 
false. 


In the first place, germs are not "ani- 


mals," but vegetable bodies, starting at 
a minute point and by degrees branching 
out over a larger area. 


Of course, it is eventually possible that 


by occupying the placo of 'healthy sub- 
stance In a certain organ such germs may 
'bstruct and even prevent the natura 
working of tho organ; but it Is not from 
this fact alone that we are In danger. Nor 


It because these minute particles o 
vegetable matter are necessarily poison- 
ous -when taken Into the system -through 
the air or w-ith food. Were this true tho 


•eat numbers which continually find en- 


trance into the body would soon prove 
overwhelming, no matter how great the 
power of resistance of the system might 
be. 


In their growth, however, certain germs 


manufacture and excrete a substance 
which Is a direct poison to living animal 
matter. 
It 
Is possible to extract and 


isolate this substance as effectually as 
we extract morphine from opium, by In- 
jecting It Into tho veins of an animal, to 
cause the peculiar forms of disturbances 
lehown as diphtheria or scarlet fever. 


The same process takes place If thfi 


original habitation of tho germ Is in 
human body. A suitable thriving place 
laving been found, this point becomes at 
onca not only a breeding place for the 
germs themselves, but a manufactory 
which Is continually sending out into the 
system a greater or smaller supply of 
deadly poison. It will be apparent now 
wtiat an advantage has been afforded us 
In combating affections that arise from 
such sources.

Isolation as that we have learned tho trui
